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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


As another year of school work draws to a close it may 
be interesting to note a few items connected with our 
schools which do not appear in the financial record. 

We have been fortunate in securing good teachers in all 
our schools. Some have been with us five and six terms 
in succession and two for a longer time. The advantage 
of employing only such as have made especial preparation 
for the work is apparent. 

The attendance in several schools has been very irregu- 
lar, sickness and -severe storms having caused much 
absence. We think if any satistactory understanding could 
be reached there should be no school on very stormy days. 
No. 5 school shows the best record of attendance. Several 
names would have been on the roll of honor had it not 
been for the storm and impassable roads. Two more were 
kept off the year record by a few days of sickness. 

We notice a decided improvement in punctuality in the 
West Rindge school, which a year ago showed more tardi- 
ness than any other in town. The registers show an unu- 
sually large number of visitors in all the schools for which 
we are very grateful. | 

A supply of new supplementary reading matter was 
purchased at the opening of the fall terms, which wherever 
used has been highly appreciated by teachers and parents. 
New interest has been awakened and much good work 
accomplished by the children. Three fine new historical 
charts have been bought and additional works on U. §S. 
history should be procured. It is interesting to notice the 
great advancement made in text books during the past ten 
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years. There are so many good publications with- work 
laid out in a pleasing way that it is difficult to decide 
which will give the best satisfaction. 

It was the plan of your school board to continue 
schools for thirty weeks throughout the town. This plan, 
however, was carried out only in four schools. Illness of 
the teacher at No. 6 caused this school to close at the end 
of twenty-seven weeks. All the pupils except one at No. 7 
had left town at the end of the twenty-ninth week. The 
resignation of the teacher and heavy snow caused No. 9 
to close four weeks before the date. It was decided, since 
there were so few pupils at No. 10, to hold no school 
during the fall and winter, and three children were con- 
veyed to No. 9, where they received better advantages 
with less expense to the town. 

The schoolroom at No. 6 needs repair. The cost has 
been estimated at about $20. The old stove is unsafe, 
and a new one is needed. This should be done before 
school opens again. The slate roof at No. 5 schoolhouse 
has been repaired; a bill of $11 for the work was pre- 
sented, but has not been paid, as the work was not well 
done and the roof still.leaks.

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REPORT OF INGALLS MEMORIAL LIBRARY, 
JANUARY 1, 1897, TO DECEMBER 31, 1897. 


The trustees of the Ingalls Memorial Library beg to 
submit to the town of Rindge the reports of the librarian 
and trustees for the year ending December 31, 1897. The 
increase in the demand for books, especially from the 
children, and in connection with their school work, shows 
that the library at once finds a place as an educational 
center in the community. 

The use of the hall for social purposes for the first 
time last summer suggests other pleasures than purely 
educational ones which Mr. Wallace’s liberal gift has 
made possible for the town; and now it remains to de- 
velop the the possibilities of the hall as well as the library. 
The herbarium, which has started so successfully with the 
aid of the school children and young people, has been no 
expense to the library as yet: the herbarium case and 
necessary materials have been provided by a friend. 
There have been several offers of articles of interest, which 
will necessitate an expensive case for exhibition. It was 
at first voted by the trustees to purchase this out of the 
gift of $1,000 made by Mrs. Charles E. Ware to the 
library in September last. As we dislike, however, to di- 
minish our trust funds, we again ask the town for $300 
to provide this case and to enable us to put in new 
books. One hundred dollars was contributed also to the 
book fund last summer by the same person who provided 
the herbarium case and materials. The salaries and ex- 
penses. for fuel cannot be cut down; certain repairs to the 
books and the building are necessary as time goes on, 
and we feel that the pleasure and profit of the library will 
be much curtailed if this sum should not be granted us. 

Certainly the value of the influence of the Ingalls Me- 
morial Library upon the town of Rindge, has been amply 
demonstrated already in the first two years of its existence, 
and we feel confidence in the intelligence of the community 
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to support us in our earnest endeavor to increase this 
great privilege. 

We must again acknowledge with thanks the assistance 
of Mr. Walker in the free transport of books, and the many 
hours of work given by Miss Leighton and Mr. Barrett 


beyond the time required of them.

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REPORT OF LIBRARIAN OF THE INGALLS LIBRARY 
For THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1897. 


During the past year the library has been of more 
practical value than ever before. A larger number of peo- 
ple have called for books for special aid. The reading 
room and reference books have been used by the school 
children more than formerly, and there has been an wn- 
usual call for assistance in school work, especially in his- 
tory and natural science. The number of juveniles cir- 
culated in 1896 was 514. In’ 1897, 786 juveniles were 
called for, showing that the children are learning to use 
the library. 

In 1897 about 150 books were added by purchase and 
by gift, and a supplement to the catalogue has been issued. 
-The addition of new books has increased the circulation, 
as may be seen by comparing the list of books circulated 
in 1896 with that for 1897. Without the new books the 
circulation would probably have been less than that for 
the previous year. 

Some of the children and young people of the town 
have made an excellent beginning for an herbarium to 
consist of the flora of Rindge. The specimens have been 
mounted and each one bears the name of the plant and of 
the collector. A botanical case for preserving the speci- 
mens has been placed in the hall over the library, and it is 
hoped that the work of collecting will continue. 

The average number of books circulated each library 
day in 1897 was 33 volumes, against 31 for 1896, and 26 
for 1895. The largest number for any day in 1897 was 
67 volumes, against 58 for 1896, and 47 for 1895. Fifty- 
nine books were taken from the West Rindge library, 
against 46 for 1896. The circulation of magazines con- 
tinues good. j 

The following periodicals have been loaned for the read- 
ing room: Arena, Congregationalist, Munsey’s, New Hamp- 
shire College Monthly, and other school papers. Mr. A. S. 
Coffin, of New York, has given the Century Magazines for 
the years 1891-1894. Some of the towns people have given 
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books for the Payson collection, and one copy for the same 
collection was.received from Fitzwiliam. The Century 
Dictionary, given by Hon. Rodney Wallace, has been of 
valuable assistance. 

The number of persons taking books from the library 
at one time is 300. Seventy new names were added in 
1897. The number of cards issued to Jan. 1, 1898 is 428.
